3. OTHER MAJOR ALTERNATIVES DISCUSSED AT MEETING IS TRIP WHICH 
WOULD INCLUDE BRASOV (AUTO AND TRUCK MANUFACTURING), CRAIOVA 
(LOCOMOTIVE MANUFACTURING), AND TURNU SERVERIN (HYDORELECTRIC 
POWER AND RIVER TRANSPORTATION) AREAS, BUT WOULD NOT IN OUR 
ESTIMATION GIVE US BROAD A VIEW OF ROMANIAN TRANSPORTATION STRUCTURE. 
WE FEEL THAT PROGRAM DESCRIBED IN PARA 1 ABOVE NOT ONLY OFFERS WIDE 
RANGE OF TRANSPORTATIRJSWCCILITIES BUT OFFERS POSSIBILITY OF VIEW- 
ING DANUBE DELTA WHICH IS ONE OF FEW AREAS IN WHICH ROMANIANS 

HAVE CREATED UNIQUE TRANSPORTATION STURCTURE ADOPTED TO FAIRLY 
UNCOMMON SURROUNDINGS. WE RECOMMEND, THEREFORE, THAT DOT GIVE 
SERIOUS CONSIDERATION TO SUGGESTED PROGRAM WIOB VIEW TO ACCEPTING 
IT IN BROAD OUTLINE, SUBJECT TO POSSIBLE CHANGES IN DETAIL. (ONE

4. ROMANIANS POINT OUT THAT ABOVE PROPOSED PROGRAM PROVIDES MAXIMUM 
EXPOSURE TO RAIL, SEA, AND HIGHWAY INFRASTURCTURE. THEY HAVE COM- 
MENTED THAT THE DISTANCES INVOLVED ARE TOO SMALL FOR USE OF AIR 
TRANSPORTATION. (IT IS POSSIBLE, HOWEVER, THAT THEY WOULD PREFER 

NOT TO USE THEIR OLDER AN-24 AIRCRAFT, PROBABLY THEIR ONLY 
ALTERNATIVE SINCE DOT GULFSTREAM PERHAPS DIES NOT HAVE DESIRED

PASSENGER CAPACITY. IN ADDITION, AIR TRANSPORTATION IS NO LONGER 
THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE MINISTRY OF TRANSPORTATION, BUT HAS BEEN 
TRANSFERRED TO MINISTRY OF DEFENSE.) 

5. OUR INDICATION OF PURPOSES TO BE SERVED AND SUBJECTS TO BE 
DISCUSSED DURING THE VISIT. DRAWN FROM SUBSTANCE OF REF A. AGREE- 
ABLE TO ROMANIANS, ALTHOUGH THEY POINT OUT THAT FIELD OF URBAN 
TRANSPORTATION IS NOT A DEVELOPED SPECIALTY WITH THEM. IF SPECIAL- 
ISTS IN SECRETARY'S PARTY WISH TO SPLIT OFF FOR DISCUSSIONS, 

ROMANIANS WOULD LIKE TO PLACE THEIR OWN EXPERTS AT DISPOSAL OF 
GROUP; THEY WILL DESIGNATE PARTICIPANTS IN RELATION TO SPECIAL 
FIELDS REPRESENTED IN SECRETARY'S PARTY. FOR THIS REASON, WE NEED 
TO KNOW IF STAFF ASSISTANTS OR ASSISTANTS IN SECRETARY'S PARTY WILL 
HAVE FUNCTIONAL SPECIALTIES IN TRANSPORTATION FIELD. IN THIS REGARD, 
WE STILL NEED CLARIFICATION AND IDENTIFICATION OF ACCOMPANYING

SECTOR, ROMANIANS SAID THEY WOULD LIKE TO EXPLORE POSSIBILITY OF 
(1) SIGNING A BILATERAL OCEAN TRANSPORT AGREEMENT. (2) IDENTIFYING 
NEW AREAS FOR COOPERATION AND EXCHANGE AND (3) THIRD MARKET US- 
ROMANIAN COOPERATION IN DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION OF TRANSPORT 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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FACILITIES. ANOTHER SPECIFIC TOPIC OF CURRENT INTEREST TO ROMANIANS
